FISHERMAN DROWNED. 
ey en 
\BOAT CAUGHT ON SHIP’S 


HAWSER. 


At St. Michael’s Hospital, Kingstown, yes- 
terday, Dr. J. P. Brennan, Coroner for South 
County Dublin, keld an inquest on John 
Brennan, aged 42 years, a fisherman, 9 Marine 
road, Kingstown, who was drowned in the 
hatbour there on Tuesday. 

Inspector O’Neill represented the Metro- 
politan Police. 

Edward Ryan, 5 George’s place, Kingstown, 
said that he was with Brennan, and they had 
been hauling herring nets close to the band 
stand in the harbour. Afterwards they went 
towards the destroyer Wolseley, from whase 
crew Brennan had received an order on the 
Nong day for one hundred herrings. 

hen their boat was passing the cruiser 
Dragon, where they thought there was plenty 
of water, the boat struck the wire hawser 
of the cruiser, and was capsized. He was 
thrown into the water, and did not see 
Brennan afterwards. He was struggling in 
tLe water for eight or nine minutes, and the 
ship’s company was looking at him, and 100 
men could have been drowned before he was 
picked up. He was chasing a lifebuoy which 
had been thrown to him. Eventually he 
caught it, and was picked up by a boat from 
the ship. 


EVIDENCE OF SEAMEN, 


George E. Hardman, H.M.S. Dragon, said 
that ha” was on the guarter deck of the Dragon 
‘when he saw the small boat, with two men 
i3 it, pulling under the quarter of the ship. 
The stern of the ship was secured to the 
East breakwater by wire hawsers. 
time the wire hawsers from the port quarter 
were hanging in the water. The boat 
attempted to pass over the wires, and the 
boat’s keel grated on the upper wire and was 
pulled three-quarters of its leng. across the 
wire. The wire became taut owing to the 
passage of the mail boat, and left the stern 
of the boat right out of the water; the bow 
went under and the boat capsized. Both men 
were thrown out. The one in the aft end 
held on to the wire. 

‘Directly I saw the boat capsized,’’ said 
the witness, “I ran and got the lifebuoy, 
which is always kept on the quarter deck, and 
threw it to the man in the water. I then 
ran forward, and cried ‘Lifeboat’s crew, 


away.’ At the time one boat was in the 
water, and a second one was lowered. The 
two destroyers also heard the “pipe, ' and 


each sent a boat. I then returned to the 
quarter deck, and was told that the man on 
the wire had let go and had disappeared. 
The other man got hold of the lifebuoy and 
was picked up a minute or two later by the 
whaler. Three lifebuoys were thrown.’ 

Another seaman, H. B. Stephens, from the 
Dragon, said that the man who held the wire 
hung on for two or three seconds, and as the 
wire drooped he fell into the water. 

The medical evidence showed that the de- 
ceased man had a fatty charge in the heart, 
so that sudden immersion would cause un- 
consciousness or sudden death. 

* Mr. Brennan, the deceased man’s brother, 
said that he had been torpedo ‘ during the 
war, and was in the Atlantic for six hours. 

The jury returned a verdict of accidental 
drowning, and stated that the crew of H.M. 
cruiser Dragon did al] in their power to save 
the men. They suggested that~a notice 
should be put on the wires. .

At slast, about 18,000 years ago, we 
emerged into the “inter-glacial,” which at 
present governs our weather. Since then 
there has been no threat of the return of 
the frost king ; but there have been minor 
variations in climate which have left their 
mark in history.

Asiatic steppes that caused the verious 
barbarian migrations which affected Euro- 
pean history.

Mr. James Kidd, a prominent Melbourne

A HISTORY OF ART. 

The ideal history of art has stil] to be 
produced, and, when produced, will take 
the form of several mighty portfolios of 
photographs, with only sufficient printed 
matter to explain the illustrations and the 
influences which affected the men who 
created the various works of art. Unless 
the reader is intimately acquainted with 
the actual works it is useless for a writer 
to descant upon them. A statement, for 
instance, that in Bologna there is a marble 
statue of an Amazon which is very pos- 
sibly a late Hellenistic copy of an original 
by Polycleitus, is not at all exciting unless 
the reader is prepared to go to Bologna 
to have a look at it. Histories of art give 
us pages of this kind of statement, which 
we would only too willingly exchange for 
one single illustration that would allow us 
to judge for ourselves whether we agreed 
wit e authors’ criticism. 

The present volume, like all its pre- 
decessors, falls short of complete virtue 
in this respect, but there are signs of re- 
pentance; for it contains illustrations of 
over 500 different subjects to its 400 pages 
of text. The illustrations, moreover, are 
exceedingly good in so far as they deal 
with architecture and sculpture, and the 
half-tone plates are of remarkable bril 
liancy. 

The task which the author. set himself 
was a big one, In this first volume he 
attempts to cover the whole history of art 
irom the first beginnings in Egypt and 
Crete (circa 3000 B.C.) to the end of the 
fifteenth century in Europe. He deals 
not only with the three main branches— 
architecture, sculpture and painting—but 
with coins, vases and mosaics: and he 
wanders outside the confines of Europe to 
deal shortly, and very ably, with the chief 
works of Syrian, Assyrian, Persian and 
Indian Mahommedan art. ' It is, perhaps, 
a pity that he did not go a little further 
and give some reproductions of that 
astonishing dawn of art in the Aurig- 
nacian age of the late Paleolithic hen | 
which is surely more interesting and more 
truly artistic than the fumbjlings of the 
Byzantine ikon-makers, the gaucheries of 
primitive Lombards, or even the early 
attempts in the Catacombs. It is, indeed, 
rather hard to understand some of the 
omissions in the book. When there are 
several extant sculptures very probably 
from the hand of Scopas, why should the 
only reproductions of this master be the 
questionable sculptured drum from the 
temple at Ephesus and the equally 
questionable Mausolus? 

_ The author is refreshingly conservative 
in these days of somewhat wild theories 
and enthusiasms in art. Perhaps, he 
carries his conservatism too far in sup- 
porting the claim of Cimabue to have 
painted the Rucellai Madonna, on the 


strength of its resemblance to the Louvre 


Cimabue—a picture also probably wrongly 
attributed to this artist, and which, any- 


how, shows a totally different treatment 


of drapery from the drapery in the 
Rucellai picture, The latter is 
almost universally given to Duccio.

THE NEW BOSWELL. 
Parody has been called the vilest of 
the arts. Probably the author of t 
saying was one who had tried to achieve 
it and failed; for it can hardly be dis- 
puted that a successful parody is amo 
the rarest things in literature. Therefore 
it is not easy adequately to express o 
gratitude to Mr. R. M. Freeman. During 
the war he collaborated in a most succes: 
ful attempt to create anew the mind as 
well as the style of Pepys, and now he has 
added to our obligations by a convincing 
reconsttuction of Boswell. 
Mr. Freeman has imagined Doctor 
Johnson in Elysium, brought in contact 
with modern inventions—the telephone 
which suddenly inquires, “Is that Noll 
Cromwell ?’’ administers a severe shock-— 
practising the methods of Dr. Coué on a 
“cold, interviewing Socrates, Shakespeare, 
Napoleon and Macaulay, and discoursing 
on prize-fighting, advertisements and 
journalism. He has described these inci- 
dents, and many others, through the eyes 
and with the authentic voice of James 
Boswell. It is hard to know which iis 
more highly to be praised—the fertility 
of his imagination or the perfection of his 
style. | 
In truth, such a book presents a trout 


to a reviewer, since it can only be savoured 
fairly by quotation, and it is impossible to 
quote at adequate length. Let us first 
hear Johnson on golí :—“ Sir, it is the 
quintessence of the absurd, alike in the 
futility of its ends, the fatuity of its 
methods, and the grotesque inadequacy) of 
its implements.

ARTHUR GRIFFITH. 

The two appreciations of the character 
and quality of Arthur Griffith which are 
reprinted in this booklet appeared in the 
Review of Reviews and in Studies. One 


was written when Mr. Griffith, after long; 


years of semi-obscurity, had attained 
almost at a bound to a supreme position 
of power and opportunity in Ireland. The 


other was written in the hour when death | net 


smote the strong man down so swiftly

Mr. Stephens was Arthur Griffith’s 
friend and some-time fellow-worker on 
one of the numerous journals which, one 
after the other, Griffith edited. He states 
his opinion that Griffith was “ the greatest 
journalist working in the English tongue, 
with an astonishing lucidity of expression, 
and with a command of all the modes of 
tender or sarcastic or epigrammatic ex- 
pression, and always that ample, un- 
troubled simplicity of utterance which 
ranks him among the modern masters of 
the English language.” This is, indeed, 
high praise, and it may be justified. Wa 
shall see, when, if ever, a full-length 
| biography of Griffith appears, if the 
biographer will condescend to furnish a 
as Shgamna of extracts from The United 
Irishman, Sinn Fein and their successory. 

Whether there is material for a 
biography may be, questioned. Li is 
singular how little of circumstantial de- 
tail is known of Griffith. Even in the 
Dail during the debate on the Treaty 
there were those who ignorantly 
insinuated that he was no Irishman. This 
lack of biographical detail is true of other 
notable Irish leaders. If one seeks for 
those personal details which orthodox 
biography is sup to furnish—- 
parentage, birthplace, education, friend- 
ships, calling and so forth—there is no 
answer. In regard to Mr, Griffith the 
only items about him as a member of 
society that Mr. Stephens supplies are 
that he was born and educated in Ire- 
land, that he served on the Rand, appa 
rently in control of natives, that he re- 
turned to Ireland in 1898, that he was of 
medium height and of powerful build, 
that, though composed and serious, he 
could laugh heartily, that he was a gifted 
journalist, and that he was singularly free 
irom selfish aims. | 

We must not be ul for so 
much; but we hope that somebody will 
tell us something more of the plain facts 
of the birth and upbringing and ca of 
the founder of the Sinn Fein, movement— 
the man who, when all is considereil, was 
probably the most deeply penetrative in- 
fluence in Irish politics during the last 
twenty years. |

A WAYSIDE FIGHT. 


THREE MEN KILLED; ELEVEN 
CAPTURED. 


A large body of armed men who raided 
Carrick-on-Suir on Saturday night and re- 
treated over Slievenamon to the Slieveardagh 
district was engaged on Tuesday by two 
columns of national troops from Fethard. and 
Kilkenny in Ballingarry and the coalfields. 
Eleven prisoners were captured and three 
killed. The armed men numbered several 
hundred, and were under the command of two 
well-known ‘local leaders. They were scattered 
over hilly country ‘for several miles; 

The Fethard column, when advancing by 
the Mardyke, had a running fight with mem- 
bers of the party in. the fields. . Several shots 
were exchanged, and the national troops cap- 
{ured four prisoners, two of whom werehiding 
in e@ ditch, aa 

Leaving Mardyke, the column moved 
ahead. A Lancia car ran into & number of the 
party. Fire was at once opened on them 
from. the Lancia car. The armed men, num- 
bering about a dozen, were called on to sur- 
render. Some of them held up their hands at 
once. Two who were close to the car crawled 
over a ditch and were pulled in. Others threw 
themselves on the ground from the machine- 
gun fire and held up their hands. A few tried 
to get away. One man stood up and fired his 
rifle. 

Fire was then suddenly opened from several 
directions by other members of the party, and 
the car was moved down the road, where other 
men were seen. A baby whippet then came up, 
but the armed men had scattered in all direc- 
Inside the ditch, where some of the 
party had been pinned by the Lancia car, 
were found several rifles, pans, Lewis gun 
ammunition, a revolver, etc. 

A wounded man was lying on,the grass. 
Further up a pool of blood was seen, and 
also a bi trail across the “road. The 
wounded man was attended by the Red Cross, 
and subsequently by a priest and a doctor. 
While the priest was ministering to him fire 
was opened by other armed men, and the 
clergyman and the Red Cross man had to 
take cover. 

The Fethard column then proceeded -north 
of the village, where they joined the Kilkenny 
column, which had had” a severe engagement 
with. another section of armed men in the 
colliery district, about a mile away. In all 


’ eleven prisoners were captured, several of the 


attackers were wounded, and it was reported 
at night that three had been killed. 

Beyond a few slight cuts there were no 
casualties among the national soliliers. Eleven 
prisoners were brought into Clonmel. early 
yesterday: morning. 

The military post at: Limerick Junction was 
attacked last night between eleven and twelve 
o'clock with machine-gun and rifle fire, The

Certain heirlooms of the fourth Lord Walls- 
court, of Ardfry House, Galway, form the 
subject of an action which was begun yester- 
day in London beforé Mr. Justice Romer, in 
which the Hon, Elizabeth Lucy Storr, the last 
surviving child of the first marriage, claims 
that an agreement made by the late Lord 
Wallscourt, to which she was not a party, 
could not alter a settlement which he made 
in 1916.of heirlooms of which she was the 
tenant for life. She asks for an order against 
the present Lady Wallscourt to deliver to 
Colonel Brownrigg, the trustee of the settle- 
ment, the heirlooms, subject to settlement. 

According to the.statement of counsel for 
the plaintiff,. Mr. Cunliffe, K.C., the defence 
was that the settlement was not intended to 
be of all the heirlooms comprised in it, but of 
articles to the value of £10,000, and that the 


£10,500. “There was a counter-claim to rectify 
the settlement so as to embody an agreement 
to this. effect. 

A memorandum, he said, was entered into 
in 1903 with the object of altering the settle- 
ment so as to make it include heirlooms to the 
value of £10,000, and it was alleged that the 
fifth Lord Wallscourt’s eldest. son, commonly 
called “Joe,” now dead, was induced to enter 
into it by promise of £2 weekly, he ‘being 
bankrupt. Counsel] submitted that this agree- 
ment could not bind the plaintiff.

A. REDUCTION DEMANDED. 


A deputation from -the Ulster Farmers’

LABOUR AND THE IRISH 
COMPANIES.

Last night, in: the Oak Room, ' Mansion 
House, Dublin, an open meeting of the Raul- 
way Clerks’ Association-was held under the 
chairmanship of Mr. W. P. Green to hear an 
address from Mr. ‘lhomas - O’Donnell: on 
“Irish Railways in relationship to the Irish 
communhity.”’ 

Mr. O'Donnell, after a reference to the 
twenty-eight railway companies in Ireland, 
said that on the Continent of Europe there 
were only two countries—Spain and Turkey— 
whose Governments did not own their own 
railways. In all- the. British Colonies rail- 
ways were State-owned and State-managed. 
The experience of. all these countries proved 
that private ownership was opposed to the 
national well-being. "he Prussian railways, 
with a mileage of over 30,000, were acquired 
by the State-in 1880. © Rates and fares were 
lowered and industry stimulated, whereas in 
this country special facilities were given to the 
foreigner to compete unfavourably with, and 
practically to put: out of business, the home 
manufacturer and distributor. Having re- 
ferred to. the working: of: State railways. in 
Belgium, Mr. O'Donnell said that with’ low 
rates and fares they more than paid their 
way, leaving a considerable balance over each 
year for national revenue.. In Denmark, a 
country mainly. agricultural, like their own, 
its recent development was very largely: attri- 
buiable tothe assistance. given by. State- 
owned railways. . Even the steamships which 
brought the Danish farmers’ butter and bacon 
from Esbjerg -to England received. a: sub- 
stantial Government subsidy, and were, there- 
fore, able to carry these goods at a moderate 
charge. Canada recently decided to pur- 
chase all the railways within her territory, 
and got a manager from England at £10,000. 
The speaker next dealt with the State-owned 
system in New Zealand, where they carried 
children free of charge to and from the nearest 
“school. Iilustrations' were also given from 
South Africa and Switzerland.

. COLLISIONS AT SEA. 

TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

SIR,—Ín your issue of the 14th December 
appears an article entitled “io prevent 
collisions: New ‘instrument to: make sea) acci- 
dents impossible.” This article has, doubtless, 
been read with great interest. by many sea 
voyagers.and seamen. Professor Langevin’s 
apparatus, which produces . wireless waves 
through the water that are simultaneously 
recorded against the ship’s side and by instru- 
ments gf board, and which in some marvellous 
mannef claims to. prevent collision between 
ships, is unquestionably. uncanny. In -com- 
mon, however, with many of m biother sea- 
men I am ‘sceptical whether this apparatus, 
or the many other truly wonderful wireless 
inventions used to-day on’ board ship, ever 
will solve the problem of avoiding collisions 
at. sea. The aids to safe ‘navigation| have 
made rapid strides in the last quarter of a 
centary; but no instrument can be made so 
entirely fool-proof. as to make accidents im- 
possible. Wind, sea and fog are elements 
which the seaman will never entirely rule. 


In. this. connection it may interest 
your readers to learn that to-day 
we have an apparatus: which can do 
away with mechanical fog sound-signals— 
viz., bells, gongs, whistles, and “guns. 
It also is worked by wireless, and 


is known as the Marconi wireless beam fog- 
signal. This’ invention, lately ‘erected and 
tested -at- Inchkeith, has -proved that 
directional wireless is making rapid strides. 
The new apparatus indicates to the blind navi- 
gator in a fog his true and constant position 
on a radius of about seven miles, and will 
shortly be increased in distance. 
I venture, however, to suggest that—in 
spite of all these modern aids to navigation— 
initiative, self-reliance and constant vigilance 
will always, as in the past, be the necessary 
attribute of those in charge of ships, and that 
fool-proof a panier: making accidents for 

ever impossible, is a myth.—¥ours, etc., 
M., H..CLARKEg, Extra Master.
